Nothing has been h from 
Amundsen since September 1, 1918, 
nearly one year ago.

After taking 
the oil she sailed northeast into the 
rapidly freezing waters of the Arctic 


Ocean. 

White Sea Amundsen en- 
pec to drift east with the ice to 
the New Siberian Islands, whieh lie 
in the Arctic off Siberia. At the 
New berlan Islands, it was be- 
lieved, the drift would carry the 
boat toward, if not across, the pole. 
Amundsen intended to use the air- 
planes if he found the drift would 
not carry him across the “top of 
the earth.” ; 

Amundsen in a degree, followed 
the footste of his countryman, 
Fridt of Nansen, in 1895-96, Nan- 
Sen in the Fram started on a drift 
across the pole but left his boat 
and tried unsuccessfully to reach 
the goal on foot. Later the Fram 
drifted as close to the pole as Nan- 
sen got.

TAFT ASKS UNITY FOR TREATY. 


BY WILIAAM HOWARD TAFT. 


Reservations and interpretations 
by the Senate that are now made 
part of the act of ratification are 
mere notices to the world and to 
the nations who are to be parties 
to the treaty that in future the 
United States will contend for the 
interpretations of the treaty as set 
out in the reservations. The United 
States would be tLound by the 
treaty as thereafter to be con- 
strued Ly any tribunal before which 
the meaning of the treaty would 
come for adjudication without re- 
spect to those reservations and in- 
terpretations except as argumenta- 
tive suggestions, so the Supreme 
Court has decided. Therefore. 
those who are really anxious that 
certain ambiguities which they see 
in the treaty be removed and the 
language be clarified by such reser- 
vations are right in the view that 
they ought to be part of the instru- 
ment of ratification of the treaty. 

If the other nations consent to an 
exchange of ratifications, and pro- 
ceed under the treaty thereafter, the 
pacts are an acquiescence in the 
qualified ratification of the treaty 
by the United States and the reser- 
vations made on behalf @ the 
T'nited States do become a part of 
the treaty in the sense that the 
United States may stand on them 
as qualifying its obligations there- 
under. 

RESTRICT RESERVATIONS. 

The effort of those who favor the 
ratification of the treaty. and are 
not really opposed to it. should be 
to restrict the reservations and in- 
terpretations to such clarification 
of the meaning of the treaty as will 
in their judgment safeguard the 
interests of the United States and 
at the same time will not so amend 
the treaty as certainly to lead other 
nations to demand that it go back 
for a reconsideration of the whole 
instrument. 

The real issue is not whether the 
interpretations and reservations 
should be made part of the instru- 
ment of ratification. they ought to 
be if they are to be made at all, 
but it is that they should te of 
such a character as to Insure 
against construction of the treaty 
injurious to the interests of the 
Tnited States and vet not affect the 
strength of the treaty for its benef- 
icent purpose or impair the es- 
sence of ite plan. With such reser- 
vations and interpretations we may 
feel confident that the other na- 
tions will acquiesce, either by dip- 
lomatic notes or without them, by 
an exchange of ratifications aimed by 
proclaiming the treaty and acting 
under it. |

DOUGLAS (Ariz.) Aug. 22.—Some 
of the several hundred Mormone 
who were driven out of their colony 
at Colonia Morelos, sixty-five miles 
southeast of Dourlas, by Villa's 
army of invasion in 1616 are en- 
deavoring’: to recover their homes 
from the Mexican squatters who 
have usurped them. About ten Mor- 
mon families still live in the colony 
but are not permitted to occupy their 
own brick houses. Mexican fam 
les are living in them and refuse 
to quit, proclaiming the doctrine of

Many other Mérmons, disheart- 
ened by their reversals. have becun 
life anew in the United States. Ap- 
peals have been made to the Mex- 
ican government by the Mormons 
without result. Recently the Amer- 
Wan State Department asked the 
Mexican government to drive out 
the usurpers and restore their prop- 
erty to them. The colonists hope 
thie effort will be enccessful. 


To those interested in securing 
the ratification of the treaty it is 
of the highest importance that the 
forty-five Democrats who favor the

SOME CURIOUS FACTS 
ABOUT PIGMIES. 


A most interesting puazie to 
anthropologists are the pigmies. 
Apparently of a single racial stock, 
they are scattered over many parts 


a plausible guess as to how their 
distribution was accomplished. 

Wherever found they seem to be 
the earliest people — veritable 
aborigines—and all of them are 
much alike physically, though dif- 
ferent somewhat in complexion. 
They are suspected to be more 
ancient than any other race now 
surviving on the globe. 

To this race belong the so-called 
“monkey men” of the mountainous 
interior of India. Likewise the pot- 
bellied natives of the Andaman 
Islands, in the Bengal Gulf, who are 
said to “look like babies all their 
lives.”’ These latter wear their 
hair in friazly tufts and adorn 
themselves with necklaces made 
from the bones and teeth of de- 
funct relatives. 

In Madagascar are the Behosy, 
black dwarfs, who, when pursued 
jump from tree to tree like 
monkeys. They are so timid that 
sometimes they die of fright when 
captured. 

In Ceylon are foynd the Veddahs, 
of whom not more than 2000 are 
now left alive. Few of them are 
able to count up to three. They are 
of the same pigmy race, and un- 
questionably they were very 
anciently a numerous people. in- 


the earliest of prehistoric explorers. 

The bones of pigmy people are 
Plentifully found on the Island of 
Formosa, where doubtless the last 
of them were wiped out by the 
Malays some centuries ago. 

Like all of the great’ apes and 
minor monkey tribes, the pigmies 
everywhere are tropical residents. 
The stature of the men is about six 
inches over four feet, and the wom- 
en are four or five inches shorter 
They go all but naked, have, as a 
rule, no permanent dwellings. sow 
no seed and grow no crops. 

The African  pigmi are fierce 
and warlike, and each Ilie fighting 
man carries at his belt a bottle of 
poison (for arrows) so deadly that 
the slightest wound from a weapon 
envenomed with it will kill a man. 
Col, Roosevelt, while on his famous 
hunting trip. sent some of these 
arrows to the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, with a tag attached suggest- 
ing carefulness in handling them. 

These dwarfs build dome-shaped 
houses in a circle, the chief's resi- 
dence in the center, and at a dis 
tance of 100 yards from the village 
a sentry box big enough to hold 


two little men is placed on every 
path, with a doorway looking up

THE PASSING OF AN 
EFFICIENT WOMAN. 


Mrs. Gabrielle Stewart Mulliner, 
woman lawyer, who died in New 
York City the other day, centered 
her activities on legal matters which 
affected her sisters. She was instru- 
mental in the establishment in New 
York of a special court for women, 
and her efforts were largely respon- 
sible for the establishment of a do- 


mestic relations court—though she 
— to handle divorce cases her- 

Mrs. Mulliner was strongly op- 
posed to divorce, and her declara- 
tion against alimony won her many 
enemies among her fellow women 
who had become inoculated with the 
Reno germ. Mrs. Mulliner believed 
many women married merely for 
homes and an “easy living”—and 
believed that once they had severed 
their marital ties they were no 
more entitled to continued support 
by their former husbands than they 
would de entitled to salaries after 
quitting a job ag a stenographer or 
a telephone operator. 

Mre. Mulliner, daughter of Prof. 
N. Coe Stewart, founder of the Na- 
tional Music Teachers Association, 
graduated in law from the Univer- 
sity of Ohio in 1900. A short time 
later she hung out her shingle in 
New York, and through the novelty 
of the feminine lawyer found many 
clients. But it was not the novelty 
of a woman in the profession which 
kept them, or which brought her 
more. She proved her ability to 
compete with her masculine con- 
temporaries. Her most interest- 
ing case, in her own estimation, was 
the sale outright of a branch line 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Mrs. Mulliner saw the need of a 
special court to hear the cases of 
women who had strayed beyond the 
bounds of the law, and as chairman 
of the New York State Federation 
of Women's Clubs she obtained the 
introduction of the women's court 
in New York City. In the war she 
Was secretary and to a great extent 
manager for the British war relief, 
and prior to that had been presi- 
dent of the Camp Fire Girls of 
America. 

She was a member of many bar 
associations in New York. Her 
husband, Walter Mulliner, who 
survives her, is employed in a dec- 
orating establishment in New York 
City.—[Kansas City Star.

Unwilling to Burden Family, 
Letters Say. 


The hand of death, which he saw 
stretching toward him and could not 
resist. gripped Albert E. Fath, a 
soldier under two flags in the great 
war, a few minutes after he told 


hie young daughter about it yes- 
terday morning. He sent a bullet 
fhrough his brain when fears that 
hig nervousness would end in in- 
sanity grew unbearable, according to 
the police report. 

Path, the police say, is a former 
well-to-do art glass manufacturer 
of Montreal, Can. He fought with 
the French and later enlisted in this 
country and went overseas. He re- 
turned from France February 28, 
shattered in nerves and body, and 
has been brooding ever his condi- 
tion. 

Yesterday morning, while -Mra. 
Fath was in the dining-room, the 
man told his 15-year-old daughter 
that he feared some day his mind 
would become unbalanced and he 
would kill himself. Shortly after- 
ward the daughter joined her 
mother in the adjoining room, when 
a shot rang out. In the corner of 
the bathroom, with a fatal bullet 
wound in hie head, the mother and 
daughter found Mr. Fath. 

The tragedy oceurred in the 
apartment occupied by the family 
at 257 Seuth Grand avenue. The 


man was dead when Detectives Har- 
rington and Blue arrived. Fath left 
a letter, the officers were told, in 
which he told of his broken-down 
health and the sufferings he wae 
eausing his loved ones. He took 
the blame upon himself and said in 
his letter that he did not want 
burden the lives of his wife 
daughter. 

The body was removed to the Al- 
varez & Blue Undertaking Com- 
pany's establishment.
